B y a decisive m ajority of 120 /otes, electors of the city at the p o lls 
Monday determ ined to once more put Salem in the front rank in edu ca* 
tional fa cilitie s by authorizing the board 
of education to issue b o n ds in 
the sum of $125.000. for the im m ediate construction of a new high 
scho o l 
building, w hich is to b e erected in a commanding position on the east side

Of 1,506 valid votes cast, 8 13 were in favor of the proposed b o n d is­
